The Council of the City of Pataskala met in regular session on July 6, 2020 at 7:00 PM in Council
Chambers, located at 621 W. Broad Street. The pledge of allegiance was given. Roll Call:

W. Compton presiding and Brian Zets, Law Director was present.

Discussion and approval of Consent Agenda matters

Barstow made a motion to approve the Consent Agenda. Seconded by Walther. Roll Call: Carter,
Walther, Epperson, Barstow, Hampshire, Galik, and Lee-yes.

Unfinished Business

ORDINANCE 2019-4341 An ordinance to rezone properties located on Middleground Road
SW, Parcel Numbers 064-068322-00.009 and 064-068087-00.000, totaling 136.32 + acres, in
the City of Pataskala, from the High Density Residential District (R-10) Zoning
Classification to the Planned Development District (PDD) Zoning Classification remained
tabled.

Barstow made a motion to remove Ordinance 20194354 from the table. Seconded by Carter. Roll
Call: Hampshire-yes, Galik-yes, Carter—yes, Walther-no, Epperson-yes, and Barstow-yes. Mayor
Compton declared the motion passed.

Barstow made a motion to adopt Ordinance 2019-4354. Seconded by Carter. Roll Call: Galik,
yes, Carter-no, Walther-yes, Epperson-no, Barstow-no, and Hampshire-no. Mayor Compton
declared the motion failed.

Barstow made a motion to have the second reading of Ordinance 2020-4368. Seconded by
Epperson.

The Clerk read the following:

ORDINANCE 2020-4368 Second Reading An ordinance to make supplemental appropriations
for current expenses and other expenditures during the fiscal year ending December 31, 2020.

New Business

Barstow made a motion to adopt RESOLUTION 2020-022, a resolution authorizing and
directing the City Administrator to execute 2 contract with Columbus Heating and
Ventilating Company to purchase and have installed an air conditioning system for the



Sterling Theater. Seconded by Epperson. Roll Call: Epperson, Barstow, Hampshire,
Galik. Carter, and Walther-yes. Mayor Compton declared the motion passed.

Walther made a motion to adopt RESOLUTION 2020-046, a resolution authorizing and
directing the City Administrator to execute a contract with Hull and Associates Inc. for
design services related to the Jefferson Street Waterline Project. Seconded by Barstow.
Roll Call: Barstow, Hampshire, Galik, Carter, Walther, and Epperson-yes. Mayor
Compton declared the motion passed.

Carter made a motion to appoint Ben Martin to the vacant BZA position. Seconded by
Barstow. Roll Call: Galik-recused, Carter-yes, Walther-no, Epperson-no, Barstow-yes, and
Hampshire-no. Mayor Compton declared the motion failed.

Walther made a motion to appoint Sarah McGuire to the vacant BZA position. Seconded
by Hampshire. Roll Call: Carter-no, Walther-yes, Epperson-no, Barstow-no, Hampshire-
yes, and Galik-recused. Mayor Compton declared the motion failed.

Epperson made a motion to appoint Christine Lawyer Howard to the vacant BZA position.
Seconded by Walther. Roll Call: Walther-yes, Epperson-yes, Barstow-yes, Hampshire-yes,
Galik-recused, and Carter-yes. Mayor Compton declared the motion passed.
